Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1946,  this  being  the  28th  Report  during 

my  period  of  office  as  your  Medical  Officer,  and  which  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 

Circulars. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  is  18.5  as  compared  with  16.6  for  the  previous  year.  The  death-rate 

is  11.2  as  compared  with  11.5  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  at  47  is  the  lowest  recorded  with  the  exception  of  1944,  when  it  was  32. 

There  was  only  one  Maternal  death  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  there  was  one  death  from  Diphtheria  in  a child  aged  5 years  who  had  not  been 
immunised,  and  a second  death  in  an  adult  aged  36  years. 

Tables  of  Statistics  of  births,  deaths,  infantile  mortality,  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area,  infectious 
diseases,  etc.,  are  given  in  the  Report. 

Fifty  prefabricated  Bungalows  were  erected  and  occupied  during  the  year  at  Crynant  and  work  of 

building  houses  was  commenced  in  other  parts  of  the  area.

The  following  simple  analysis  shows  that  of  these  35  deaths,  7 did  not  live  for  a period  of  more  than  12  hours 
and  in  three  of  these  cases  death  was  due  to  prematurity,  two  to  asphyxia,  one  to  Congenital  Atelectasis  and  one  to 
Intracranial  Haemorrhage. 

Of  the  remaining  28  deaths  of  infants  who  lived  varying  periods  from  1 day  to  9 months,  1 1 were  caused  by 
Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis. 

As  pointed  out  in  my  Report  for  1946,  this  high  figure  suggests  the  need  for  Hospital  accommodation  for  such 
cases,  as  in  this  direction  there  is  further  opportunity  to  again  appreciably  reduce  the  infantile  mortality  rate,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  one  Ward  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  be  used  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis 
in  young  children.

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II.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


(1)  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority. 

Diplomas  and  Certificates  of  Medical,  Nursing,  Sanitary  and  Clerical  Staff  of  the  Department  are  given  in 
the  beginning  of  this  Report.  There  is  only  one  full-time  Medical  Officer  employed  whose  duties,  in  addition  to 
those  laid  down  in  the  Sanitary  Officers’  Orders,  include  those  as  Medical  Officer  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Complicated  maternity  cases  are,  when  a second  opinion  is  needed,  referred  to  Dr.  J.  Lloyd  Davies,  of  Swansea. 

During  1946,  an  additional  Health  Visitor  was  employed,  bringing  the  number  of  full-time  Health  Visitors 
employed  up  to  four.  Their  duties  are  Health  Visiting,  T.B.  visiting  and  attendance  at  Infant  Welfare,  Ante-Natal 
and  Immunisation  Clinics. 

During  the  latter  half  of  1946,  the  Sanitary  Staff  was  again  reduced  to  two  Inspectors,  but  a third  has  been 
appointed  during  1947. 

I have  on  a number  of  occasions  pointed  out  the  need  for  four  Inspectors  in  an  area  the  size  of  Neath  Rural. 
In  November,  1945,  the  Council  agreed  to  this,  but  no  steps  were  taken  to  make  a fourth  appointment.  I would 
again  point  out  the  need  for  a fourth  Inspector  in  an  area  which  has  a population  of  40,000  and  an  acreage  of  53,000. 


(2)  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Arrangements  for  the  examination  of  pathological  specimens,  water,  etc.,  are  made  with  the  Cardiff  and  County 
Public  Health  Laboratory  and  Dr.  Sladden  of  the  Beck  Laboratory,  Swansea. 


(i b ) Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Council  possess  two  Ambulances  which  are  used  for  conveying  patients  needing  treatment  to  Hospital. 
One  of  these  vehicles  is  an  old  A.R.P.  Ambulance  and  the  time  has  arrived  when  it  should  be  replaced  by  an  Ambulance 
of  a modern  type.  There  is  also  a third  Ambulance  which  can  be  called  upon  in  an  emergency  and  which  belongs 
to  the  National  Oil  Refineries. 

There  are  a number  of  Colliery  Ambulances  in  the  area  which  are  used  entirely  for  colliery  accident  cases. 
In  addition,  there  are,  in  the  upper  portion  of  the  Dulais  Valley,  Ambulances  which  are  provided  by  the  workmen 
in  these  areas  for  the  use  of  them  and  their  families. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  new  Ambulances  should  be  provided,  a garage  erected  and  full-time  staff  employed 
to  form  a complete  unit  giving  a day  and  night  Ambulance  service  for  the  area. 


(, c ) Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  six  Nursing  Associations  in  the  district,  namely  : — 

(i)  Slcewen  and  District  Nursing  Association  ; 

(ii)  Resolven  and  District  Nursing  Association  ; 

(iii)  Crynant  and  District  Nursing  Association  ; 

(iv)  Cdynneath  Nursing  Association  ; 

(v)  Dyffryn  and  Bryncoch  Nursing  Association  ; 

(vi)  Cwmavon  and  District  Nursing  Association. 

The  above  Associations  are  given  an  annual  subscription  of  £20  in  the  case  of  the  first  and  £10  in  respect  of 
each  of  the  others,  providing  they  supply  a Nurse  for  the  nursing  of  certain  cases  referred  to  them  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.

Other  Facilities  under  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  the  treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids,  dental  and 
ophthalmic  cases,  is  carried  out  by  the  appropriate  officers  of  that  Council,  a scale  of  charges  for  such  cases  being 
agreed  between  the  two  authorities.

Officers  of  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  attend  at  all  child  welfare  clinics  in  the  area  for  the  purpose 
of  distributing  cod-liver  oil  and  fruit  juices  and  dried  milk  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Ministry  of 

Food. 


Hospitals,  Maternity  and  Midwifery  Service. 

There  are  no  public  or  voluntary  general  Hospitals  in  the  area.  The  majority  of  patients  in  the  area  needing 
Hospital  treatment  are  provided  for  at  either  the  Swansea  General  Hospital  or  the  West  Glamorgan  Countv  Hospital 
at  Neath. 

Provision  is  made  by  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  for  the  admission  of  maternity  cases 
to  the  West  Glamorgan  County  Hospital  at  Neath.  The  Neath  Rural  area  is  allowed  to  admit  four  such  cases  each 
month,  a figure  entirely  inadequate,  but  which  could  not  be  increased  owing  to  limited  accommodation  at  the  Hospital

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The  position,  it  is  hoped,  may  soon  be  changed,  as  a new  Maternity  Wing  was  opened  at  the  West  Glamorgan 
County  Hospital  in  September,  1947,  and  with  the  opening  of  this  new  wing  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a greater  number 
of  cases  can  be  admitted  than  hitherto. 

In  view  of  the  overcrowding  in  the  district,  where  young  married  couples  have  only  one  or  two  rooms  in  which 
to  live  and  which  are  quite  unsuitable  for  confinements  at  home,  the  value  of  such  Hospital  accommodation  cannot 
be  over  emphasised  and  I feel,  no  doubt,  that  the  Hospital  Committee  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  will  consider 
further  extension  or  addition  to  their  present  new  Maternity  wing,  in  order  to  cope  with  the  ever  increasing  demand 
and  need  for  such  provision. 

Provision  for  infectious  diseases  is  made  at  the  Tonna  Isolation  Hospital  which  is  administered  by  the  Neath 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  which  is  composed  of  members  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  Neath  Borough  Council  and 
Neath  Rural  District  Council. 

The  Midwives’  Act  is  administered  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  who  employ  midwives  throughout  the 
Neath  Rural  area. 


III.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


The  principal  water  supply  of  the  District  is  the  Ystradfellte  Water  Scheme  which  supplies  92%  of  the  total 
houses  in  the  area  with  water  ; in  addition  water  is  supplied  from  this  Reservoir  to  the  Boroughs  of  Neath  and  Port 
Talbot  under  agreements.  The  water  from  this  source  is  Chlorinated  and  is  excellent  as  regards  both  quality  and 
quantity,  as  regular  analyses  show,  and  has  always  been  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  area  during  periods  of 
drought  right  up  to  the  present  date. 

A small  portion  of  the  area  is  supplied  from  the  Llynfawr  Reservoir  which  belongs  to  the  Rhondda  Urban 
District  Council  and  scattered  farms  and  cottages  obtain  their  water  from  springs,  wells,  etc. 

With  regard  to  drainage  and  sewerage,  some  84%  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  connected  to  the  Council’s 
sewers.  The  bulk  of  the  remaining  16%  are  to  be  found  in  the  Parishes  of  Rhigos,  Neath  Lower,  Clyne  and  Baglan 
Higher,  and,  as  reported  in  my  Report  for  1945,  conditions  in  these  Parishes  are  primitive  and  very  insanitary. 

Schemes  have  been  prepared  by  your  Engineer  for  the  sewering  of  some  of  these  areas  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  work  will  soon  be  commenced  in  the  Parish  of  Clyne  and  a portion  of  the  Parish  of  Neath  Lower.  Until  such 
time  as  these  remaining  scattered  areas  are  sewered,  no  effort  should  be  relinquished  to  bring  them  up  to  a satisfactory 
modern  standard. 

Scavenging  in  the  area  remains  much  the  same  as  I have  reported  upon  on  so  many  previous  occasions.  Refuse 
is  still  tipped  in  an  uncontrolled  manner  on  numerous  sites  in  the  area  and  I would  again  urge  upon  the  Council  to 
consider  better  methods  of  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse.  During  the  year  two  labourers  were  employed 
cleaning  and  levelling  the  tips  in  the  area,  the  services  of  one  being  still  retained  on  this  work.  All  tips  have,  in 
addition,  been  sprayed  with  a D.D.T.  Solution  in  order  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies,  etc.

Small  coal  from  Collieries  in  the  Neath  and  Dulais  Valley  still  enters  the  Neath  and  Dulais  Rivers  and,  in 
addition,  small  coal  and  slag  is  being  tipped  into  the  River  Neath  from  the  Open -Cast  Colliery  Screens  at  Abernant, 
Glyn  Neath.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  a deputation  of  the  Council  has  met  officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Fiel 
and  Power,  National  Coal  Board  and  the  River  Catchment  Board,  when  it  was  agreed  that  no  further  tipping  of  refuse 
into  the  river  would  take  place  at  this  spot. 

Sewage  effluent  from  the  Resolven  Sewage  Works  is  still  unsatisfactory,  but  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  work 
of  improvement  will  be  commenced  at  these  works  in  the  very  near  future.

(e)  Public  Cleansing. 

As  stated  in  many  of  my  previous  reports,  I consider  that  scavenging,  and  particularly  the  disposal  of  house 
refuse  in  your  area,  is  very  unsatisfactory.  Refuse  is  still  collected  in  many  parts  of  your  area  in  open  carts  or  lorries 
and  it  is  only  in  the  areas  of  Skewen,  Neath  Abbey,  Glynneath  and  Cwmgwrach  that  proper  vehicles  are  provided, 
and  in  these  parts  scavenging  is  undertaken  directly  by  the  Council. 

Refuse  dumps  had  become  so  insanitary  and  unsightly  that  during  the  year  two  labourers  were  employed 
to  tidy  them  up.  This  work  is  continuing  and  the  dumps  are  also  being  sprayed  with  a tip-dressing  containing  D.D.T. 
to  control  the  breeding  of  flies,  crickets,  etc. 

Unfortunately,  after  being  levelled  off  and  tidied  up,  the  tips  very  soon  become  insanitary  again  as  the  old 
methods  of  dumping  are  still  continued. 

Until  such  time  as  other  methods  of  disposal  are  employed,  these  dumps  will  continue  to  be  breeding  places- 
for  flies,  rats,  etc.

IV.  HOUSING.

Rural  Housing  Survey.

Overcrowding. 

Complete  analysis  of  the  houses  examined  under  the  above  Survey  has  not  yet  been  made,  but  it  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  in  the  first  986  houses  that  were  examined,  it  was  found  that  they  were  occupied  by  a total  of  1,261 
families,  that  is  to  say,  in  slightly  less  than  a thousand  houses  examined,  275  families  were  found  who  did  not  have 
their  own  separate  home.  Very  many  of  these  families,  it  is  true,  are  not  overcrowded  according  to  the  standards 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  but  nevertheless,  they  are  in  need  of  separate  housing  accommodation.  It  is  therefore 
to  be  sincerely  hoped  that  conditions  will  soon  improve  to  allow  of  much  needed  houses  to  be  built  throughout  the 
area. 


V.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year  267  visits  were  paid  to  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops.  There  are  139  registered  milk  pro- 
ducers in  the  area,  of  whom  107  sell  by  retail  and  32  who  sell  wholesale.  In  addition  6 producers  from  outside  the 
area  retail  milk  within  the  area.
